Soviet Power, Says Correspondent 


First American to Cross Russia in Years Sees Starva- 


tion Loom; Lenine Shares Privations of 


Common People 


(By the Associated Press) 


VJBERG, FINLAND, Russian Frontier—Flushed with suc- 


cess and confident of Poland's defeat, soviet Russia faces the 
approaching winter with the grim problem of food as its su- 
preme test of .power. From the Far East to the Finnish fron- 
tier—4,000 miles of undisputed territory,—,the spectre of star- 
vation stalks threatening as the far reaches give up a cry for 
the necessities of life from a people whose hearts, long sturdy 
in the struggle for a "new day," are forced .to beed the demands 
of want. 


The Associated Press correspond- 


ent, Just arrived here, has observed 
these conditions in crossing .Russia 
and Siberia all the way from Vladi- 
vostok to 'Moscow and Petrbgrad. 
His arrival in Finland followed de- 
portation from Moscow because! the 
authorities had not given adyance 
authorization for crossing 
Siberia.

has hitherto been supreme. 


From east to west, the bolshevik 


soldiers are militarily trained and 
officered the

other 


regularly organized army.

trolled by the soviet political com- 
missars, they stand -prepared at all 
times to fix finnljTnpon the people 
the new social system-prescribed in 
the supreme fiats issuing from Mos- 
cow. 


At the end of-the second year of 


the bolsheviki. direction of the' pro* 
letariat, Russia remains in the firm 
grasp of this military regime: This 
same force has beaten back invad- 
ing foreign armies 
on all fronts, 


and overcome all counter-revolution- 
ary movements.

mal'school, or a single county train- 
ing ' schoo.i, or a .state department 
of public instruction, or any kind 
of supervision other than the local 
supervision'in cities. It would have 
been the same if .not a teacher in 
the state of Wisconsin had -been be- 
yond the eighth' pjade in the way 
of preparation for ttachin-p.
